The fire started at 5:20 a. m. 
in 
the Lquitable building which was sup­ 
posed to be fireproof, and soon men­ 
aced the entire financial district. 
A 
high wind threw fire brands broad­ 
cast throughout M anh# tan. 
Fo r the 
first time in the history of the Bor­ 
ough every piece of fire 
apparatus 
on the island was out. Dire confusion 
reigned in the business district. 
The 
streets were covered with debris be­ 
fore the firemen arrived. Bodies were 
seen falling from the fifth floor and 
how many perished in the fire w ill 
never lie known. The property loss 
cannot be determined until the ruins 
have cooled sufficiently 
to examine! 
the vaults. 
W ithin half an hour every 
flood 
was roaring at all entrances to the 
fire furnace. 
Broadway is sixty feet, 
wide at this point, but the other three 
streets are 
mere 
alleys. 
Through 
these canyons, a terrific wind made 
it. impossible to raise the scaling lad­ 
ders. A million New Yorkers gathered 
on the surrounding streets and hun­ 
dreds of thousands came from the 
suburbs and the crowd was so great 
that police reserves were called out. 
Scores of buildings were closed to pre­ 
vent tiie entrance of the encroaching! 
crowds. A thousand police are guard-j 
ing these. 
The opinion is growing 
that perhaps a score of firemen per­ 
ished, and many porters of the Equi-! 
table building are unaccounted

The body of Conrad Siefert, an Equi-!

A hundred thou­ 
sand were cheering the brave rescue 
when the floor collapsed. Giblin was 
dragged from the debris dying. 
G iblin’s final rescue was the most 
spectacular. After the collapse of the 
wall the firemen saw his face pressed 
to the steel bars of a vault on the 
sidewalk level. Special Officer Shee­ 
han and Campeon w ere lying near. 
Fire Commissioner Johnson and 'Fire­ 
man Dunn sawed through the bars. 
W hile the men were working, Fath er 
McC.ean, the fire 
department, 
chap­ 
lain, administered the last rites for 
tho dying. Streams of water played 
over the priest, covering him 
with 
ice. A shower of stones struck and 
bruised him. He prayed calm ly until 
dragged away. Johnson sawed at the 
bars in front of Giblin for half an 
hour, then fell exhausted. Other fire­ 
men worked in relays until the bars 
were sawed through two hours later. 
Giblin was dying. Campeon dead and 
Sheehan unconscious when they were 
recovered. 
Three thousand firemen fought the 
flames and after the fire 
hundreds 
collapsed and were taken to hospit­
